Prof. G. W. Jones, in the Farmers 
Home Journal says: For the health al 
swine, I have counted the following con- 
dition essential:

Pure water and pure air, 

Access to fresh earth. 

Exercise and sunshine.

What seems 
t a question of natural history has, dur- 
ing the last fifteen years, assumed the 
proportions ofa metaphysical, roligious, 
and even a political question, concerning 
which the debate has grown loud and an- 
gry:' Aeccotding to M, Nourrisson ‘some 
triosformationists have also altered the 
nature of the problem be oxagyerating it. 
In their view all religion is an obstacle to 
progress, ashackle to liberty, and they 
emand of science the denial ofthe soul 
and of God. But this scienco is based up- 
on these three abstractions: Matter, force, 
and motion, to which is adjoined the 
postulate of the appearance of life from 
spontaneous generation and transforma- 
tion, which, starting from the protists and 
assing through the ape, finally omerges 
ina humanity without soul and without 
God, and given over to a blind, fated and 
undefined future, This science is held as 
go supernally sacred that any one who 
doubts it is denounced ns superstitious 
and fanatical; in the works of Huxley, 
Voght, and Buchner (says M. Nourrisson) 
one will find abundant proof ofthis. It is 
needless to say that M. de Valrogor, being 
a priest, ropels the theory of transforma- 
tion, denying allits consequences, He 
roposes to show that the transformist 
‘fantasies’ have no greater hold on 
science than a spider's web has on a wall 
and that the same È the case with mater- 
ialism and atheism. In considering Mr 
Darwin's works, he nasertes that neither 
in the past nor the present iz there any- 
thing to authorize the aflirmation of 9 
mim Of species. and points to th:

PRESERVING MEAT. $ 

Moisture is neceasary to the decomposi- 
tion of any organic mutter. A perfeetly 
dry atmosphere will prevent the putrefi 
tion of flesh for an indefinite time by a 
sorbing or removing the moisture or wa- 
tertrom it. The hanging of meat ata 
considerable elevation would have no ef- 
fect in preserving it from decomposing. 
One reason why ventilation assists in 
keeping fresh meat in better condition 
than it could bo kept in a close apart- 
ment is simply that moisture is removed 
by the passing current of air, but that is 
the whole effect of ventilation, It ia pro- 
bable thatin the absence of ice, meat may 
be rved a short time by keeping it in 
aight box suspended overa layer of 

ly burned limo, which has a _ great 

affinity for water. This would render tho. 

atmosphere of the box dry and 1 to’ 

keep the meat. Freshly burned char- 

coal would have tho anme effect, or avy 

other rapid absorbent of moisture. , 
HARNESS POLISH. 

The Carriage Journal gives the follow- 
ing mixture for harness polish, viz.: 5 
pounds of stearine, 74 pounds of oil of 
turpentine, and one ounce of bone black. 
The stearine is beaten, cut into thin sheets 
the oil of turpentine’ is then poured over 
it and incorporated with it; tho mass is 
then melted in u water bath (a vessel sur- 
rounded-with hot water) and whilo liquid 
the bone black is stirred into it. It is 
then allowed to cool, being well stirred 
until cold. In using ita small portion is 
put on n thick woolen cloth, aid rubbed 
on the leather ; after standing an hour or 
two a fine polish is obtained by rubbing 
with an old silk handkerchief. By this 
polish an old harness may be made to look 
almost equal to now. 

BAD FOR THE BUGS. 

The method of preparing the limo and 
carbolic acid powder for the cabbage worm 
is os follows: ‘“Takelime and water in 
the proportion of 28 pounds of lime to'9 
pounds (or pints) of water (any leas quan- 
tities in the same l when the 
lime is fresh. Mix one ounce of solution 
of earbolié acid as sold in the drug stores 
(20 parts of water tol of crystallized 
acid) to every quart of water, Pour the 
water nnd acid upon the lime in a pail, by 
which it will fall to pieces and become 
reduced to a fine fake 55 This powder is 
known as carbolate of lime, and iaa very 
good remedy against almost every insect 
pest, especially the cabbage worm, squash 
bugs of ail sorta, and tho striped cucum- 
ber bug.

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LYNCHBURG AND DANVILLE RAIL- 
noap.—The Chatham (Va.)

“TRUTH WITHOUT FEAR.” 
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The Spitzbergen Drama. 
SEVENTEEN WHALERS PERISH IN THE ICE. 


Writing from Stockholm on July 17 
the correspondent of the Loudon Standard 
says : ‘The sad news of the death of the 
seventeen Norwegian whalers, frogen in 
at the Spitzbergen Islands, has now been 
confirmed beyond a doubt. Captain 
Mack, who penetrated into the Isfjord in 
the end of June, has now sent home the 
journal found in one of the houses there, 
the eloquent laconicism of which initiates 
us into the world of suffering and despair 
the untortunate men had to go through 
before death put an end to their miser ies. 
What is most horrible of all, is the im- 
i pease which the perusal of this mourn- 

ul message forces upon us, that a little 
energy and knowledge of how to take care 
of themselves would have been sufficient 
to keep alive all these poor victims ef an 
Arctic winter’sinclemency. As the en- 
tries in the journal make us believe, no 
serious and continuous activity was kept 
up, though the men must not have been 
ignorant that hard work is the best pre- 
servative against that dreaded foe of 
Northern life, the scorbut. It is owing to 
Prof. Nordenskiold’s exertions to keep 
his men constantly at work, even when 
there was no necessity for it, that we hayo 
only to record one death from scorbut 
among the sixty-seven members of his 
expedition, But at Isfjord, unhappily, 
there was no ee lender to waru 
against quiet inactivity, which, under 
those latitudes means death. Those poor 
sailors and fishers perished victims of their 
ignorance, and probably of their careless- 
ness. Captain Mack reports that it ap- 
peared they had not known how to make 
proper use of the comfortable house in 
which they were quartered; instead of 
dividing among themselves the rooms of 
their spacious dwelling they all crowded 
together into one, which, moreover, bore 
traces of utter neglect und uucleantiness. 
The large stores of preserved potatoes aud 
other vegetables were lef nearly uu- 
touched, the men probably not knowing 
how to manage this kind of food, 


The story of their struggle is soon told. 
On the 16th of September, last year, six 
Norwegian ships, with their crews of to- 
gether fifty-seven men, were frozen in on 
the northeastern coast of the Spitzbergs, 
nt Gray Hook and Welcome Point, eight- 
cen and twenty-four English miles respect- 
ively from the winter quarters of the 
Swedish polar e at Mosel Bay. 
Their provisions being calculated to last 
only up to the Ist of December, they ap- 
plied to the Prof. Nordenskiold for assis- 
tance, and were allowed by him to dispose 
of the house and stores accumulated at 
Isfjord. Consequently, seventeen men 
with two small open boats left Gray Hook 
on the 7th of October, crossing the ice 
westward until they found open water, 
and finally reached Isfjord in their boats 
on the lith of October. The remaining 
forty-one men prepared themselves to pass 
the winter either in their own ships at 
Gray Hook, or with the Swedish expedi- 
tion at Mosel Bay, when, happily, in the 
first daya ot November a bears storm 
broke the ice and made their escape pos- 
sible. Thirty-nine men were thus able to 
reach the Norwegian port of Tromsoe; 
only two, the old Captain, Mattilns, and 
his cook, would not abandon their ship, 
which was uot insured, and have now 
been found dead ina boat, probably on 
their way to Mosel Bay. The ship was 
totally crushed by the . 


The entries of the journal found at 
Isfjord begin with the 7th October, 1872, 
and regularly continued every day 
until the 8d March this year. No kind 
of occupation, nor any uuderstanding on 
the part of the men, is reported, except a 
few hunting parties. by wLo:n two bears. 
two foxesand a few reindeers were brought 
home. Darkness, however, soon prevent- 
ed all further hunting expeditions and on 
the 7th of November the journal reports : 
“Hunting totally abandoned, by cause of 
the darkness,” Thermometrical observa- 
tions were regularly mace and annotated 
five times a day. The temperature, which 
was very hard in October, the quicksilver 
running down to 19 degrees below Celsins 
on the 21st, was milder again in Novem- 
ber, being 2 degrees above on the 8th, and 
varied between 10 do grees above to 22 se- 
conds below, until the 5th of January, 
when it began to go down again. The 
lowest degree, 32 degrees below, is ob- 
served on the 14th of February at four 
o'clock A. M. No mention is made of 
sickness or disease before the 9th Decem- 
ber, when it is said: “One. of the crew 
sicksince eight days ;” but from this day 
the same complaint repeats itself with sad 
monotony; “No improvement in the state 
of the sick.“ On the 10th itis said: 
“Two men constantly in bed; nearly all 
suffer of the disease.” Though no indica- 
tion is given what kind of illness ig meant 
there is no doubt that it was scorbut. The 
first death is recorded on the 19th January 
in the following words: “Thomas Pen- 
dersen, who was taken ill the 5th of this 
month, was called to the Lord this morn- 
ing at 8:30, after a painful illness; this 
afternoon died also Hendrik Hendriksen, 
who was taken ill on the 19th December. 
The 8d of February only three men were 
in good health, and the journal repeats 
every day “No improvement.” The 20th 
February we rend: “To-day we have 
seen the sun for the first time jn the year 
1873.” Anew death is recorded the fol- 
lowing day : ‘To-day the Lord again call- 
ed to heaven one of our comrades, Niles 
Larson after nn illness of cighty-two days. 
Two days later the entries aro made by 
another hand, who writes on the 25th: “T 
have now only one man in'good health to 
look after the whole house. O Lord,help 
us in our grent distress!“ And on the 28th 
he continues; “This evening another of 
our men died the Lord called him home 
from this place, so rich in suffering!" 
From this 120 the journal contains noth- 
ing but annotations ofdeaths until the 
10th April, when the last regular entry is 
mado thus: , Martin Hansen died the 19 
April,at6 A. M. Then begins another 
hand, who writes; Peder Andreas Nilsen, 
of Batsfjord a red bonnot. Har. T. Mitter- 
huk,” What tliese words, which have ap- 
parently been written under the influence 
of delirium, aro meant to express will 
never be known, and the horrible fate of 
the poor sufferer who traced them can on- 
ly be guessed, Did he struggle hours, 
days or weeka among the sixteen co 
of his comrades, or did the deliverer come 
us he droppped his pen? Nobody knows, 
nor will ever know.“

AN INTERVIEW WITH PROFESSOR JOHN 
WISE—WHEN HE WILL sTART—HE 
MEANS TO GO—HE WILL REACH EU- 
nRore—BUT How? 

In Philadelphia, yesterday, we met Pro- 
fessor John Wise, of Lancaster, Pu., the 
great wrornaut, who with Wash. Donald- 
son, of Reading, 1 togo to Ru- 
rope, in the Graphic Balloon. My. Wise 
is nota balloonatic, at all; he is a solid, 
quiet unpretentious, philosophic gentle- 
man, of about fifty-five, with thin gray 
hair, bushy whiskers and beard, well 
mixed with white, spectacles surmounting 
a strong nose, and slightly “heavy” of 
hearing. 

Protessor Wise means business, Te 
says be will start for Europe, sure; he 
will get there, beyond reasonable danbt; 
but, whether he will go all the way in his 
balloon remains to be seen. 

The balloon ix being made in eight sec- 
tions. To-morrow, (Weduesday,) he re- 
turns to New York, and will have the 
sections brought together, and the work 
of uniting them commenced. The life 
boat is nearly finished; as soon as it is 
painted aim ready, he will try its qualities 
in the water. 

Ile expects to start about the close of 
this mouth or beginning of next. 

Since going to New York, on this busi 
ness, said the Lrofessor, I have been care- 
fully watching the clouds, every day. In 
the upper air, their general movement is 
all Bastward, though varying slightly in 
the morning toward the North-Mast and 
in the evening, South- Bast. 

The Professor, in his correspondence 
with Prof. Henry mentioned the fact that 
a balloon moves faster when the sun is 
not shining—that is, ut night. This is 
because the motion ofthe nir currents is 
less impeded by the attraction of the san's 
rays. Ile says the old lumbermen on the 
Susqachanna will teil you that their rafts 
move Reter at night than in the day time 
and the resson mseribed isthe same as 
that mentione above—the absence of the 
sun's nitrachon leaves the water move 
more freely, The saw-mill men believe 
that they enn siw meore lumber, under the 
suwe Conditions, at might, than in 
day-time, 

Inese are singular tacts in meteorology. 
\s to the firt, about the nir currents, 
Prof. Henry says it agrees with meteoro- 
logical principles wlready known. 

Profesor Wise speaks highly of Wash. 
Donaldson, describing him as a man per- 
fectly fearless, and of great quick yess and 
brilhaney. Ile had no 855 advan tapes 
of education. Wash made a balloon 
ascension at Easton, Pa., last week, with 
the trapeze performance, rather contrary 
to Mr. Wiss desires, aa he wants Donald- 
son’a company to sete which mightn't 
be had if the trapeze broke, or Donald- 
son's hand slipped, during some of his 
bold performances, 

A new book by Mi. W. on Ballooning 
will be published soon, by an enterpris- 
ing Philadelphia firm. That there will 
be a tremendous demand for it no one 
enn doubt. A hundred thousand copies 
will be a moderate estimate of the edition 
e uled for.

A BUNDAY AT CRISFIELD— VIOLENT 
„ THUNDER BTORM—CANP MEETING AT 
NELSON'S WOODS—LARGE ATTENDANCE, 


On Sunday morning last an extra train 
passed through Salisbury en roule fora 
camp meeting then in progress nt Nel- 
son's Woods, near Crisfſeld, and, in com- 
pany with a goodly number of persons from 
our town, we boarded the train with the 
intention of spending the Sabbath with 
friends at Crisſield. As the train wended 
its slow way along the road, making ag- 
gravatingly long pauses at stations, the 
curs rapidly became filled with people 
and before the train’ reached its destina- 
tion six cars were literally packed with 
human freight. The train arrived at 
Crisfield a few minutes before 10 A. M., 
having made the run from Salisbury in 
the ect aordinury time of 2 hours and 30 
minutes. The majority ofthe cager crowd, 
numbering about G00 souls, rushed out ot 
the cars and sturted for the camp as soon 
as suitable conveyances could bo ob- 
tained, while à fow remained by thô wa- 
terside to view the novelties aud wonders 
of Crisfield. 

The town did not wear that sobor, for- 
saken air so peculiar to our peninsular 
villages on the Sabbath. The ‘streets, or 
rather the one street on the pier, for that 
is the grand promenade Boulevard ns 
well as the Wall street of the town, pre- 
sented a gala appearance, Handsomely 
dressed ladies and gentlemen were pro- 
menading, langhing and chatting, the 
windows and porches were gay with flut- 
tering robes and ribbons worn by the 
buxom daughters of the toilers of the sea, 
while the bright colored flags flaunting ut 
the mastheads of numerous vessels at the 
wharves and at anchor inthe harbor, 
formed a plensing panorama, and almost 
liel forget den of che Sabbath. 

Crisfield is eminently. suggestive of tho 
sen. Its whole surroundings teem with 
evidences that it is dependent upon the 
watery realm for support and sustenance 
aswell as having its foundations laid 
therein. Originally built upon piles 
driven far out in the deep water, it is 

radually being underlaid by a compact 
undation of oyster shells, and will, ere 
long, be as solidly anchored upon the 
bosom of the deep as though founded up- 
on a rock. But, however staunch its 
foundations may becomé, and however 
rapidly its busy people may build houses, 
its existence is entirely dependent upon 
the continuity of the oyster supply. 
Should this be exhausted, which is not at 
all impossible, Crisfield would pass away 
like a summer dream, the bright waves of 
tho Annemessex wash over its ruins, and 
the desolate musquitoes lamont in mourn- 
ful numbers the dawning of the era that 
marked its fall,

J, Porter has 
been shipping aver two hundred crates a 
day, anil Ve J. T. Fooks over ono hun- 
dred per day, Capt. J. M. Goslee has 
also been shipping large quantitics at 
good prices, Rev, W. E. Mitchell of the 
Virginia Conference reaigned his charge 
here some weeks ago on account of ill 
heaith and teturned tp his home in Vir- 
ginia.

liness was a necessary adjunct to the re- 


spectable ap nee of men and women 
in society; hence, when the epidermis 


was to be renovated, some ngtural or ar- 
tificial contrivance was brought into re- 
quisition, 


“In Asia, alkaline waters weré found 
and used in primitive and even later 
times for washing clothes, The ancients 
used a preparation or composition which 
nearly approached the soap of the pres- 
ent day. Many people used earthly mat- 

hich havethe property of 

absorbing grease from other substances, 
and are used even at this late day by ful- 
lers for cleaning clothes. A certain kind 
of plant was used by the Romans for’ jjs 
gaponaceous qualities. A plant with rare 
aud wonderful cleaning nsities is 
found in Central and Southern Mexicos, 
and employed by the natives in lieu of 
soap, and, indeed, preferred to any arti- 
Í preparation yet discovered in that 
country. The Gauls, it is believed, were 
the first to introduce soap, and were, of 
course, tho inventors of it, while the Ger- 
mans discovered the method of making 
hard soap and the several varieties of the 
article.

The Gallows in Baltimore? 
HANGING OF NICHOLSON & HOLLOMAN! 


Baltimore, Aug. 1st, 1873. 

12M.—Hollohan and Nicholson, the 
Lampley murders, were executed here to- 
day at 10 o'clock this ‘morning. The 
usual religious ceremonics took place 
ptevious to the hanging. They both 
walked to the gallows in procession, and 
mounted the platform with great firmness. 
After ascending the scaffold, they both 
made brief speeches, confessing their 
guilt and the justness of their punishment, 
warning othérs to evade all evil temp- 
tations, ay live a virtuous liſe.— They 
forgave all their enemies, and desired to 
die in peace and be forgiven, Also returned 
thanks to alj officers and others for kind- 
ness received during their incarceration. 
They preserved throughout amazing cool- 
ness, and said they expected to go to 
heaven, They struggled but little, and 
seemed tọ die casy. After hanging about 
twenty minutes, their bodies were cut 
down perfectly dead, which were taken 
in charge for byrial by friends—that of 
Nicholson's by his family, and Hollohan's 
by tha Prisoners Aid Association. Every- 
thing off quletly—no accident 
Whatever happening, About ſorty thou- 
sand persons on the heights surrounding 
the jail vitn tho execution, beside 
those admitted inside the jail-yard.

It is within a few years of five centurics 
since old Geoffrey Chaucer, “tne morning 
star of English song,” wrote his never - to 
beforgotten “Canterbury ‘Tales.’ The 
gallant and warlike Edward the Third was 
reigning in what was then really “mer- 
rie England;“ Chaucer himself was a 

y and wealthy courtier, the brother-in- 
aw of the royal duke, John Gaunt, and 
the poem reflected, with guitat fidelity, 
the manners and habits of that brilliant 
and chivalrous time. An event has just 
occurred in London which vividly recalls 
his far-off age, and revives the sprightly 
memory of the merry party of pilgrims, 
who hoguiled with romance their pi grim- 
age to K“ Becket's shrine. The “Tabard 
Inn” has been knocked down to the 
highest biddor by the hammer ofa nine. 
teenth contury guetlovecr. It is an old 
structure, with many gables and deep 
sloping roofa, narrow windows and pro- 
truding beams, an old-fashioned bostelry, 
and queer; low-studded rooms ; and asa 
more relic of antiquity it would ‘attract 
tho attention of the passer-by. But when 
it transpires that this is the very iun from

which Chaucer’s pilgrims set out on their 


jocund jaunt to Canterbury, and that por- 


tion of it still remains in the state in 
which the Patriarch of English poetry 
himself was wont to see it, the “Tabard” 
grows greatly in our veneration. Here, 
in this same broad court-yard, the pil- 
grims for the first time met; in this eccen- 
trically-shaped, unevén hall they sat at 
their nipphoras and oaten cakes to discuss 
the details oftheir journey. We mây 
easily imagine. mine host, .“bold of his 
speech,” and the knight with bis chival- 
rous mien; the gay young squire of “curled 
locks,” and the coy prioress, wearing her 
bracelet inscribea with the motto, Love 
conquers all things;“ thé’ jaunty monk, 
who ties his h with a true lover’s knot 
nor should the poor parson, “rich in holy 
thought and work,” nor the threadbare 
Oxford clerk, whose “horse was as lean as 
a rake,” be forgotten from the goodly 
company, much less the jolly Franklin, 
the gourmand of the party, and the “wife 
of Bath,” with hershrewd conceits and 
witty sallies. 

The “Tabard” stands in the midst of a 
district dotted with historic memorials, 
and there is an odd contrast between the 
crowding and bustle of the modern life, 
which is surging all around it, and the 
pee of these relics of a time that has 

ong gone by and people who have been 
centuries dead. It is situated ina nook 
of South wark, across the Thames from 
St. Paul's, and not far from London 
Bridge, ever alive with its human tides. 
Near by is the house where Peter the 
Great once lodged; in this vicinity pious 
Evelyn cultivated his pretty urban gar- 
den ; just in sight looms the ancient spire 


of St. Saviour's, within whose darksome. 


and neglected vaults sleep Gower, 
Chaucer's follower, the author of “The 
Lover's Confession.” aud Beaumont and 
Flecher, the twin bards of Elizabeth’s 
time. Te are irreverent days, and it 
is probable thar ere long the memorials of 
a teeming and chiv!ous past will be 
swept quite away before the craving for 
more room of the reste and Practical 
present. The Tabard itse fis airean; 
doomed. Its venerable walls are to be 
ulled down with all“ unholy speed, ana 
in their place will rise the commonplace, 
and, ere long, sooty edifice of a shop fac- 
tory. The most suggestive memento of 
Chaucer is to be sacrificed to the British 
thirst for beer; tlie quiet retreat of the 
gentle and jocund Canterbury pilgrims is 
to become a noisy mart of feverish trade. 
Substantial country squires may well cx- 
claim against the vandalism of this re- 
volutionary age, and will be fain to liken 
the good old Tabard to the Constitution ; 
both, they will say, with their fine tradi- 
tions and aroma of purer ages, when lords 
were lords indeed, and chivalry was the 
lifeblood of society, and Democracy an 
unknown heresy, are succumbing to the 
rage for gain, and the vengeance of the 
voor upon the rich. Few Englishmen, 
indeed, will see without sadness Chaucer's 
favorite inn go the way of the lusty old 
poet himself; for with it probably disap- 
pears the last relic upon which the ligl 
of the early dawn of English pocay was 
shed,—| Boston Post.]

The Etymology of Fashion 
There are many words, indicating par- 

ticular fabrics, whicb have so passed into 
familiar language that they no longer 
necessarily suggest any special siguifi- 
cance, except as a trade mark of quality. 
But the etymology of the subject is, nev- 
ertheless, tnteresting. Most persons giv- 
ing a thought to the matter at all would 
instantly i the meaning of Mech- 
lin, Alencon, Brussels and Chantilly lace; 
why one shawl is called a Paisley - an 
another a Cashmere; that Hollap ot 
originally manufactured by the Duteh, 
and that a Fez cap carricd with it logal 
significance, The materials knoWa * 
ia ag Circassian, Cyptus, Coburg 
and Damask equally explain themséhves; 
and, though in a totally different manner 
such. fashions as those of Wellingtoasand 
Blucher boots, Mackintosh and Chester- 
field coats, and Spencers. But why is a 
shirt-front popularly called a diokoy 2— 
Why are poplins so named? Why blank- 
eta as the covering of a bed? Or silk, or 
shawl, or jerkin, or maud, or cravat? It 
is when we fall amid these shadows of 
learning that the ctymologists enjoy their 
Walpurgis dance of guesses, Thus with 
blankets There are said to have been 
three brothers of that name at Worcester 
who invented the coverlet so called, and, 
in confirmation, it is pointed out, not far 
off from the autique city, is atill a locality 
known as the Blanquets. On the other 
hand, Bristol claims them among her 
medieval citizens, though, for all that, 
they may have been Worcestershire men 
as well. The coarse woolens of their fa- 
bricating appear to have been eagerly 
adopted by the peasantry as a substitute 
for hempen cloth; then soldiers, sports- 
men and travelers found them useful; 
next they were laid on the aap bed- 
steads of the time, and a blue blanket be- 
came a Masonic banner. This may con- 
fidently be reckoned among things not 
quite universally knowu, As to poplin, 
it was invented in a Papal territory, 
though by a Huguenot, anc hence called 
papaline, which account we may as well 
credit, seeing that no other is at hand.— 
Silk may be a Greek, a Persian, an Aval- 
ic, a Tartar, or a Chinese appellation, 
since the lexicographers and other erud- 
itionists might be quoted in fuvor of each 
language ; but concerning shawls there 
is only a single doubt, between a trans- 
lation from a Persian word and the town 
of Shawl, in Beloochistan, whence it may 
possibly have been derived, and which 
was formerly famous for the manufac- 
ture. ‘This must not be confounded with 
the celebrated shawl of Leybourue. A 
maud is a Scotch plaid, christened after 
a Scottish Queen, daughter of Malcolm, 
and wife of Henry the First. Jerkin may 
be from the Anglo-Saxon cyrtellien, 
which good authorities aver to be the 
diminutive of cyrtcl, a cont, a presump- 
tion, at any rate, more rational than that 
which traces it to the vulgariam of Little 
Jerry, which is also claimed for jacket.— 
But now we reach a formidable mystery. 
Whence came the name cravat? Was it 
first worn by a Croat cavalier? Because 
that is almost the solo suggestion of the 
learned, Concerning collars, there. used 
to be a gort worn in Germany which were 
nicknamed Vatermordern, or father-mur- 
Corers, from tho legend of a student who 
returned from the University with such a 
still pair that, on embracing, his parent 
they cut his throat, There are many tes-

timonies to suicides—tight lacing, to wit 
—caused by vanity in Fe 2 bit 
we think this is the only dase Of assassi- 
nation on record: In the genéral glosè- 
ry, cardinils, capuchins and. mantillas 
tell their own story, though the old-fash- 
ioned berthgs do not, and the renowned 
chapequ de pd ile, ‘whigh so harmonized 
with the beauty of the Churchills of the 
last century, would be equally explicit 
had it been a straw hat atall.—[Bazar.]

In presenting their SIXTH ANNUAL 
Report to the Stockholders, the Presi- 
dent and Directors are much pleased to 
exhibit g steady and healthful increase of 
tho businoss, and they think a satisfactory 
condition of the finances of the Road.— 
They congratulate themselves that the 
revenue, uring the pnst twelve mouths, 
has been materially larger than for the 
same period ever before; and that they 
havo n enabled, without increasing 
their indebtedness, tomake some neces- 
sary repairs and needed improvements. 
Although much has been done to secure 
the safety of the Road, and to increase its 
capacity for an enlarged business, much 
more is still required, and we hope during 
the current year to accomplish the most 
pressing demands of this kind. Ofcourse 
it is imperative and requires no argument 
to prove that our first and plainest duty 
is to preserve the road-bed and super- 
structure iv a safe working condition. It 
will be remembered that in the original 
construction of the road considerable in- 
terior lumber was used. We are grad- 
ually, but as rapidly as our means will 
afford, replacing it with material of the 
best quality and hope at no distant day 
to bring ouf road up to a much higher 
standard iu classification than it has 
heretofore beeu entitled. We have near- 
ly completed, at our Western terminus 
(Salisbury Station,) accommodations, 
preparatory to transacting gur own bus- 
iness, independeat of the Eastern Shore 
Rail Road. An agent hgs been appoint- 
ed, and to-day we commence business un- 
der the new arrangement. These im- 
yroyements have cost about $1200, as will

We were 
fortunate, however, in supplying the de- 
ficiency without extra expense, by ex- 
changing our light engine for one of more 
weight aud power, and thereby temporar- 
ily avoiding the difficulties apprehended, 
A similar state of affairs again exist Al- 
most every day we are obliged to leave 
loaded cars on the ewitches for want of 
power to move then, and to refuse other 
ſreighits for want of time to load them.— 

lis ofcourse is a source of unnoyance 
and loss to us as well as to our customers, 
and in the expectation of their hitter com- 
plaints wenre not disappointed, As our 
train is working up to its full capacity, 
the only remedy would seem to be, to run 
two trains a day. We have been contem- 
plating an arrangement of this kind. In- 
deed we are nuw negotiating for an en- 

ine, wore especially to accommodate the 
ruit trade. ‘Theughthis is intended to 
be only temporary, its future continuance 
will be somewhat governed by its success- 
ful working. We try to exercise ns much 
economy as prudence will allow, but it is 
clear we must provide tor a larger busi- 
ness, or the business cannot be enlarged, 

It has been the custom, in making our 
Annual Reports, to brifly notice the agri- 
cultural anıl commercial condition of our 


nancial condi- 


and commercial transactions. This alone 
affords reliable evidence that we are be- 
coining more prosperous. There are oth- 
er facts, however, which encouragé this 
pleasing belief, On which we consider 
most promising, 4s that our land owners 
are Manifesting more interest in the im- 
provement of their farms, and are begin- 
uing to appreeiate a change from the old 
system of farming. It ia truc, many of 
our most valuable farms have greatly de- 
8 from neglect and abuse. But it 

po lesa true, that with u moderate de- 
gree of judicious treatment, they can 
very soon be restored to their former pro- 
ductiveness ; and with much less «kill and 
expense, be made to excel similar lands 
in other sections, nominally held at four 
times their value. Besides the impor— 
erished condition of the lands, the farmer 
has so many difficulties to discourage him 
in the shape of low prices for his produc- 
tion, higl# prices fur labor, unfavorable 
seasons for yis crops, and many other no 
less vexatious irou bias, that it is no won- 
der he js driven from his fields, and is 
obliged to resort to the woods and the wa- 
ters us sources of a surer and better liv- 
ing. 

The above ix a true picture of the pres- 
ent state of affairs, But the reasons as- 
signed are not the only or principal ones. 
The source of these evila, to a very great 
extent, may be traced to the persistent 
course of too much farm aud too little 
farming. ‘The remedy is a4 simple and 
concise ns the diagnosis. II ja to cultivate 
more crops, and lesa land, Weapprehend 
no hazard of contradiction in the assertion 
that one acre in grass is worth more than 
two acres of the same quality of land in 
corn, Will require less ihian one half the 
Jabor, and leave the Jand in better con- 
dition, Noither is it an exaggeration that 
one acre cultivated in fruits or vegetables, 
will yield a net profit four times greater 
than the same land cultivated in corn or 
other gain, We do not wish to be un- 
derstood as advocating an entire abund- 
onment of the grain culture, but we do 
recommend a greater variety of erops, aud 
that grass should be the leading one, and 
that grains, fruits, &e., shontd be the aux- 
iiuries. We ard satisfied ifa system of 
this kind of turming was generally adope 
ted, our lands would be greatly enhanced 
in value, and much more attractive in np- 
pearance, =the laboring ſurmer would be 
Contented and happy iu his vocation, and 

Mie rêmnnerated.

We have repeatedly urged the use of 
lime as a renovator of our 
landa, Its beneficial effects, when prop- 
erly applied, is no longer a question. A 
very strong eyidenee of its merits, is that 
those who bayo used it most, and for the 
longest period, continue to order it in 
larger quantities. The demand for lime 
the past season has been greater thun 
could be supplied. We hope, however, 
to be better prepared to accommodate the 
business hereafter. 

We have never attempted to conceal the 
fact that very great depression has for a 
long time weighed heavily on all branch- 
es of business, We rejoice now, however, 
to say the clouds are beginning to lift, 
and disclose a brighter future. Kue flat- 
tering prospect, to a considerable extent, 
may be attributed to other industries, but 
principally to the energy of the farmer 
who has ventured beyond the “via trita,” 
and introduced improvements in the cul- 
tivation ofthe soil with successful results. 
Time and occasion will not allow us to 
further continue our rambling remerks on 
this important subject. 

We regret exceedingly that we Sa 
report any very encou ros 0 
an early extension of the Bead 1 the 
Bay. We have not, however, lost sight 
of its importance or the hope of its ulti- 
mate accomplishment. 

Reliable parties from n distanco have 
for some time been contemplating the 
erection of summer houses on the beach 
on a large scale, but haye not yet reduced 
the matter toa certainty.

With 
practical facilities for transporting the 
oysters from the Bay, this trade alone can 
be made to yield a revenue sufficient to 
pay the operatirg expenses of the whole 
road. ‘That enterprising Company fully 
appreciates the importance of matter, and 
no doubt will adopt measures to secure it 
Along the line of this road are special ad- 
vantages, not posessed in other localities 
for the production of carly fruits an 
vegetables; we are pleased to notice that 
preparations arc being made to secure 
their benefits.
